POLICE ARE INVESTIGATING AN 
INFANT'S DEATH. 


Suspect in Jail to Face Charge of 
Murder and Proprietress of “Baby 
Farm“ Tells of Traffic—Chief ts 
Offered Little Child for Fifteen Dol- 
lars Cash.

Main street. In the directory she is 
styled a midwife. ~ 

In 5 to questions of the officers 
she admitted that she took babies for 
safe keeping and that she always 
exacted a promise from the parents 
or persons leaving the infant that 
there should be paid so much a week 
for the support of the baby. She 
said that if after several weeks the 
parents or party who left the baby 
with her did not put in an appearance 
and pay the expenses she sold the 
infant to any reliable person, at prices 
ranging anywhere from $15 to $25, or 
whatever amount could be secured. 

She acknowledge she sold a baby 
to the Thompson woman for $15, the 
latter saying that she wanted a baby 
to adopt. Mrs. Thompson informed 
Chief Donahue that she purchased 
not less than four babies from the 
Wetmer woman, three of which she 
sold over again, realizing a profit on 
the transaction.

THE ‘PROMOTION OF PERJURY. 


The trickly little Express, within a few months, 


has contained numerous editorials, of which the 


following in Saturday’s issue is a fair specimen: 
nlees you re-register you arc not qualified 
te vote. Tne Great Register is now being made 
up anew and only the citizens whose names 
eppear on the new register may participate in 
future ejections. You will be asked your po- 
litieal affiliation. As you believe in the Roose- 
veit policies, declare yourself to be a ‘Repub- 
lican.’ Then you can help to smash the South- 
ern Pacific machine.” 

Under the registration law of this State, passed 
at the last session of the Legislature, a voter, in 
order to qualify to vote a party ticket at a primary 
election must make oath that “he intends to affiliate 
at the ensuing primary election” with “such poiitical 
party.” In order to nominate a party candidate for 
any office the voter must make oath that he is “a 
member of the party,“ the indorsement of which 
the candidate is seeking. . 

New it is well known that the L. R. bosses, now 
Masquerading as Goo Goos, formerly yclept non- 
partisans, are putting forth great efforts to influ- 
ence Democrats, Prohibitionists, Socialists, anar- 
chists, and all voters who have no political affilia- 
tions whatever, to register as Republicans, in order 
to use them for their own political purposes at pri- 
mary elections. The Times news columns yester- 
day showed that this is being.done all over the 
State. But it is amazing that even the corrupt and 
eternally damned Express should have the nerve to 
give such advice in its editorial columns. Although 
the language of these Express editorials is guarded, 
like the patter of a yeggman, proposing a crime, 
its meaning is palpable. 

There is an insidious plausibility in this advice 
which renders dangerous these covert attempts to 
debauch voters. The Express for years has prated 
of its sanctity, political and otherwise. It has de- 
manded direct primary laws, and has advocated 
every fad that the ‘most extreme faddist ever 


dreamed of, in order, as it has urged, to protect 


the people from frauds which might be perpetrated 
at precinct caucuses, which, since the days of 
George Washington and Thomas Jefferson, have af- 
forded all voters equal opportunities to meet with 
their neighbors and take the initiative in political 
matters. But the Express in its editorials of these 
days does not merely advise Republicans to regis- 
ter properly; it urges every voter who is not 
a Republican, but who believes in certain policies, to 
declare himself a Republican —in quotation 
marks! Observe the trick and the hint! Every one 
knows that there are thousands of Democrats, Pro- 
hibitionists and no-party men who believe in cer- 
tain of the so-called “Roosevelt policies.” But 
these are not Republicans. A Republican is a per- 
son who actually and in good faith is a member of 
the Republican party. He is in favor of the Re- 
publican platform, as adopted by the National Re- 
publican Convention. His leader at this time is 
the President of the United States. He is repre- 
sented in Congress by the Republican majority in 
the Senate and House. No man is a Republican un- 
less he comes within the foregoing description. Any 
man of a different political belief who swears that 
he is a Republiean commits perjury. The Penal 
Code of Californa provides that any person who 
willfully on oath “states as true any material mat- 
ter which he knows to be false, is guilty of per- 
jury.” That code also provides that “every perzon 
who willfully procures another person to commit 
perjury is guilty of subornation of perjury.” If the 
Express, by means of advice given in its editorial 
columns, procures a voter who is not a Republican 
to make oath in his affidavit of registration or in a 
nomination affidavit that he is a Republican, it 1s 
guilty of subornation of perjury. 

But perhaps the wily and unscrupulous propri- 
etor of the Express has read and noted the some- 
what uncertain language of the registration stat- 
ute, and has been advised by his attorney that he 
cannot be successfully prosecuted for subornation 


of perjury, because he advises the voter only as 


to the registration affidavit, the law requiring only 
on affidavit as to “the name of the political party 
with which he intends to affiliate at the ensuing pri- 
mary election.” His lawver perhaps believes, and 
has advised him that the statute is so loosely drawn 
that he carnot be sent to the penitentiary for sub- 
ornation of perjury, even if he continues to so ad- 
vise the electors of this county. The voter doves 
not swear in so many words in the registration af- 
fidavit that he is a Republican; but if any voter fol- 
lows the advice of the Express he wil! surely be 
guilty of perjury, for he cannot “affiliate” with the 
Republican party if he is not a Republican; and 
he will also be guilty of committing a fraud on the 
purity of clections laws of this State, which is a 
misdemeanor, »unishable by severe penalties. 

These are the very frauds which the purity of 
elections laws were intended to present. It is cer- 
tainly a crime morally and should be legally a 
crime for a Democrat, Socialist, Prohibitionist or 
no-party man either to register as a Republican or 
to vote at a Republican primary. 

This observation applies to every voter who is 
of the nolitical faitn of the Evening Express. The 
Express is not a Republican paper. It is a bitter 
‘and noisy opponent of President Taft, the great 
leader of the Republican party. It opposes the 
policies of the Republican party as declared by the 
Republican platform, and as promulgated by the 
Republican majority in Congress. It is a hater 
and denouncer of the protective tariff system. It

r POWER IN THE AQUEDUCT. 

Los Angeles is standing today upon the verge 
of so many great municipal achievements that it 
is almost impossible for a newspaper to lay due em- 
phasis upon each of the important steps in the 
city’s progrese. In Sunday's Times there appeared 
an article full of significant facts relative to the de. 
velopment cf power in the Owens River aqueduct. 
It should cause the same thrill of pleasure and an- 
ticipation for every ,citizen of Los Angeles that 
would be aroused by the individual promise of a 
handsomely enlarged income for the next year. 

In six weeks, on March 16, to be exact, the peo- 
ple of Los Angeles will have an opportunity to 
come in on one of the finest investments ever of- 
fered in the capitalization of the great natural re- 
sources of the West. In return for a bond issue 
of $3,500,000 the dividends on from 50,000 to 100,- 
000 horse-power of electrical energy are to be 
theirs. If there were a profit of but 1 cent a day 
in one horse-power, the return every year wou'd 
amount to 1000 per cent. on the capital invested. 

The secret of this. remarkable situation is that 
the electrical energy of the aqueduct is largely what 
they term “velvet” in financial circles. The supply 
of water is expected to pay well for the building of 
the aqueduct. At the same time the aqueduct is 
really a big water-power project, minus the ma- 
chinery and transmission lines. 

Within ten days the prospective investors will 
have an expert report on the project. Men who 
have devoted themselves to the scientific phase of 
engineering rather than to the commercial have been 
elected to make an exhaustive report on the subject. 
They have no interest in promoting the project 
which they are investigating and their findings 
will undoubtedly represent the conservative and 
academic point of view. They have been over the 
ground and are in possession of the most accurate 
surveys and field data. Their report promises to be 
as practical as it is scientific. 

Whether this report will bear out all the prom- 
ises that have been made in regard to the aqueduct 
power remains to be seen. It is understood by the 
members of the Aqueduct Commission that it will 
be quite as optimistic in general as the most san- 
guine had expected. It will give to the voters of 
the bonds that assurance which every business man 
desires even after he has thoroughly made up his 
mind to make an investment. The voting of the 
power. bonds has been a foregone conclusion ever 
since the aqueduct was begun, but the commission 
is none the less to be commended for the business- 
like manner in which the entire project has been 


handled. When public funds are treated by the 


custodians with that same respect that is shown to- 
ward private capital there is cause for public felici- 
tation. 

It should be noted that the investment in Owens 
River water is already proving itself. The instal- 
inticn of a plant on Cottonwood Creek, supplyims 


| 3000 horse-power, is saving a considerable sum of 


money that was appropriated for construction work 
Steam power, with the remote- 
ress of the points to which fuel would have had to 
be transported, would have been expensive. The 
electrical power is being supplied over a territory 
of ninety mile, operating dredgets and tunnel ma- 


is certainiy a 


chinery and furnishing light. This plant will be- 
come a permanent base of supply as it is construct- 
ed with the plan in mind of coupling it later to 
power stations that are to be built. 

Two facts in regard t the aqueduct stand out 
preéminently at the present time—the progress has 
been more rapid than was promised or anticipated 
and plaus have been so carefuliy and thoroughly 
made that no unexpected obstacles have been en- 
countered. In taking up the power development at 
the present time the indications all point toward the 
same conditions of effectual and rapid realization. 


MATTER OF SOME DIFFICULTY. 
The editor of The Times is in receipt of a 


carefully-written, comprehensive and conservative 


letter (from an interested person, to be sure,) 
touching the permission of allowing a steamer-load 
of globe-trotters traveling under a foreign flag, and 
visiting different ports of our own country, to land 
where they like. The particular point in dispute is 
San Francisco. 

Our readers are familiar with the story, A 
steamer of the Hamburg-American line, with a large 


number of passengers, is making a tour around the 


world. More particularly characterized, these peo- 
ple are tourists. If they were regular passengers 
passing from Honolulu say to San Francisco, or 
between any other ports under our flag, there would 
be no question about what to do. In their character 
as tourists, where the proposition is simply to land 
for a few days and then take ship again and do- 
part, we can see that there is room for discussion. 

It is reported that a proposition has been made 
to the owners of this steamer that a fine of $1000 
be paid on condition that the question will be sub- 
raitted to the courts and these decisions abided by. 
The sum mentioned is very small compared with 
the actual amount which would be necessary under 
the letter of the law, namely $370,000. 

If the full penalty is to be exacted, it is easy to 
see that this tourist business in foreign bottoms 
will abruptly end so far as the United States is 
concerned. There is one side of the subject. On 
the other side is the protection of American ship- 
ping. The Times is protectionist to the marrow in 
its bones. It is Republican to its heart's core. It be- 
lieves that the protective tariff is the very essence 
of Republicanism and that the policy of thorough 
protection to our own interests is a condition prece- 
dent to the prosperity of all our people, rich and 
poor, one with another, from top to bottom, from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, from Canada to Mexico. 
We believe this protective policy is necessary for the 
people of all the States and of all parts of all the 
States, and for all the industries that grow and 
flourish within our own country where competition 
from the outside is possible. : 

The shipping industry is the least protected of 
all the enterprises our people are engaged in. The 
subject of protecting our shipping interests is an 
exceedingly live one just at the present time. We 
are advocating the grant of subsidies for carrying 
mails to American steamers, or in some way or 
other the stimulation of the foreign shipping busi- 
ness of the country. 

There we have the whole contention involved in 
the landing of these tourists in a nutshell. There 
difference between permitting a 
steamer-load of tourists to land and pass from one 
point to another in the country and permitting pas- 
sengers to be brought in with the intention of 
remaining. At the same time if too much laxity 
is shown, it will be very difficult to discriminate 
between the tourist remaining a few days and the 
passenger remaining permanently.

SAYS DOUBT 
IS THE DEVIL. 


Dr. Matt S. Hughes Delivers 


Vigorous Sermon. 


For Draws Lessons from the 
Life of Joseph.

PASADENA, Jan. 81.—Dr. Matt 8. 
Hughes, pastor of the First Methodist 
Church, spoke yesterday afternoon be- 
tore the men's club of the V. u. C. A. 
at the First Baptist Church on the 
subject, The Paralysis of Doubt.” In 
part he said: “Doubt is the devil of 
the century. It is characteristic of 
the modern mind. Many argue that 
this is am age of doubt and progress 
and that the progress is brought about 
by doubt. If that were true, I would 
say that in the name of humanity let 
us be doubters, because all good men 
desire progress. 

“There is a difference between doubt 
aS & method and doubt as a chronic 
State of the mind. There is one kind 
of doubt for which we must have con- 
tempt and that is conceit. Doubt is 
never an indication of intellectual 
strength, but shows baffiled intellect. 

“Does doubt do more for the world 
than faith? The inevitable effect of 
Goubt is inaction. It will always leave 
you in an inactive state. If you doubt 
the existence of a living Christ, you 
live your life just the same as if there 
Were no Christ. Doubt retards prog- 
ress. If doubt is a good thing, as some 
people seem to think it is, why don't 


«they doubt other things than Christ 


and the Christian religion? Apply it 
in other lines. 

“What brought on the great financial 
@tringency a few years ago? It was 
doubt of tite stability of the financial! 
world. It was a doubt of the security 
of the banks. It was not faith and 
confidence that the banks could with- 
stand any emergency. If the people 
had had faith instead of doubt there 
Would not have been any financial 
stringency. 

“Take it home. Let the husband and 
wife doubt the existence of love for 
each other; let them lose confidence 
in each Other, let them doubt each oth- 
er, and you raise hell. The home is 
wrecked. Doubt turns the wheels of 
the divorce courts and those of the 
ambulance. 

“Lat us apply this practice of doubt 
right here in Pasadena. Let us doubt 
the future of the city. Let the Board 
of Trade stop sending out its literature 
and when people come here or wriie 

rding the city let the secretary 

them that everyone in Pasadena 
doubts the climate, doubts that we 
have what we state we have, doubts 
that prices will remain as they are, 
in fact, let the information go out that 
the people of Pasadena doubt any- 
thing of good for the city, and see 
what will happen. That doubt will 
turn the wheels of the hearse and not 
those of progress.
